After fitting up and decorating, 
at a great expence, a booth in the Fauxbourg 
St. Germain, he fet about enriching it with the 
effigies of the moft notorious thieves executed 
in the Place de Greve; and Coffin, a recruiter for 
the regiment de Boulonnois^ having dcferved % 
place by the fide of the Cart6vches.;and Mam 
drins, the Sieur Curtius bought ;Tiis head 
of Charles Henry Sampfon, and injedcd it: for 
exhibition to the amateurs. The Sieut Morel, 
one of the recruiters for the fame regiment, to 
whom the dead body of Coffin wa^ a filent rci 
proach for fome fimilar feats of his own ^ broki^ 
the figures, and the Sieur Curtius ^ed^his fa« 

loon 
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loon next year with thieves of another fort. He 
exhibited a coUedlion of miniftcrs, farmers-ge- 
neral, lieutenants of the police, and princes of 
the blood. M. Necker, it may be fuppofed, 
was not forgotten ; and the artift, as an encou- 
ragement for his talents, had a fecret penfionbc* 
ftowcd upon him in the Red Book,

The obje6l of our prefent labour is of courfe to 
pierce the obfcurity which prevails in the publifh- 
ed part of this book, and as it were to read thro* 
thofe paper bandages placed by M, Necker over 
the articles which he wiflies to conceal from the 
fufpicious fcrutiny- of the nation.

This minifter mterdiSar 
us from a knowledge which is neceflary to our 
vfelfare, and in this attempt has fucceeded but 
too well, by the affiftance of Camus, T Abbe TEx^ 
pilly, the Marq^uis de Montcalne Gozon, I'Abbe 
Fretau, Champeaux, Palafne, Cotin, &c. 

Let us then open. the Livre Rouge; let us 
Examine promifcuoufly the principal articles 
which it cantains; unnialk the moft confpi- 
cuous perfonages ; and prove to a people, who 
have been too long abufed, that, though civil 
wars have not deftroyed us, famine and depre- 
dation in the finances may operate to our ex- 
tinction. 

' In one word, let us fullil the obligations 
from which the committee of finances fo im- 
properly ihrink, and declare to the whole na- 
tion, that it's confidence and credulity is abufed, 
and that the King, even while connecting him- 
felf in the mofl: intimate ties with his people, is 
and will be the victim and the firft dupe to the 
falfe seal, ambition, and hypocrify of the repre- 
fentatives of the French people and of his own 
minifters, who, though they appear to exclude 
themfelves from the opportunities of plunder, 
ftill enjoy the fruits of their depredations and 
meannefs. 

The Committee of Finances, however, do 
not hefitate to avow, that they forbear from no- 
ticing 
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ticing tliofc articles, of which the knowledge 
and the examination is prohibited to them ; and 
repeat in their invidious preamble their decla-- 
rations of fidelity to the National AJfembly. Yet 
they have examined moji attentively the form and 
the Jiate of the Book^ and have ajfured themf elves 
that it is entire and unaltered. The firft aflertion 
is notorioufly falfe ; the fecond is proved to be 
fo,* by their own ftatement, fince M. Necker 
confeffes that he has fealed up thofe articles, of 
which he chofe we fliould remain ignorant, and 
has given us only the extrafts that follow.

aiJift him in. paying^ his * debts: of courfe, 
7,400,000 livres have been already paid — and 
what ufe has bden .made of it? He has. con- 
ftrucled Bagatelle^ the fcene of libertinifm and 
of the moft infamous debauchery ; he has mi- 
micked Afdey upon the turf, and has bought 
horfes, j^//^j de joie^ Ganymedes, &c. Has he 
paid any debts ? Not one. 

And Avhat ufe did Monfieur make of the 
8 millions 714,211 livres given him between 
the years 1774 and 1789? He has kept la Balby, 
and indulged himfelf fecretly in many fooleries? 
and very lately, to crown the whole, and give 
a luftre to his folly, when the whole nation had 
their eyes fixed upon the conduct of the Princes, 
he told the Commons, in the affair of Favras, 
that he was greatly in want of money, that his 
poverty had induced him to negotiate fecretly 
for a loan, and a!fo that he had juft granted a 
penfion of 600 livres to the Sieur Fleury, the 
Harlequin of his theatre in the fauxbourg 
Saint Germain, for having enchantedhxm in the 
part of the Marquis Tulipano. Without doubt 
it would be equally interefting to infpeft the 
Livre Rouge of the Princes of the Blood, and 
we fiiould no longer be furprUed, that they have 
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fo often and fo unlawfully driwrtilpoii the royal 
authority.
